A S to the bills paffed laft feffion into 
hot laws, the moft important of them 
at Mere introduced and pajfed as follows : 
Nov. 15. Prefently after the committee

HEIR high mightinéffes the ftates 
general have not as yet, fo far as 

we hear, given any anfwer to the menio- 
rial prefented to them by the French am- 

Baffador ; but as feveral of the chief 
towns in Holland have joined with Am- 
fierdam in their oppofition to any aug- 
mentation of their land forces, it is pro- 
bable the anfwer of theirhigh mightineffes 
will not be upon fuch a high key as might 
be expected from the title they affume, 
and the circumftances of Europe require. 

In the mean time they feem to have 
provided for the fafety of their trade in 
the Mediterranean ; for from Rotterdam 
we are told, that the fquadron of 16 men 
of war, fitted out for that purpofe, was 
ready to fail with the firft fair wind, by 
the ad of laft month ; that eight of them 
were to cruize againft the Algerines in 
the Streights, and the eight others to 
ferve as convoys for their merchant fhips ; 
and that the whole expence of this (qua- 
dron was to be taken out.of the money 
raifed from their fettlements in the Eaf- 
Indies during laft war, which was fome 
time fince remitted home ; fo that no 
part of the expence is to be taken out of 
their prefent publick revenue, altho’ their 
navigation was deeply concerned in it, 
for the whole of their Mediterranean trade 
was like to be carried on in Englith bot- 
toms. 

Towards the end of the month of 
June the king of Pruffia made a tour in- 
cognito from Cleves to Amiterdam ; and 
after viewing their harbour and fhipping 
fet out again for Cleves, with fo much 
difpatch, and fo few attendants, that he 
was returned thither before the populace 
in Holland had heard of his being in their 
country. 

_.The whale fithing this Jaft feafon feems 
to have been very advantageous to ,all 
parties congemed ; for on the 27d, 24th, 
and 2sth ult. no lefs than 20 thips em- 
ployed .in that trade by the city of Am- 
fterdam alone, returned into the Texel, 
fome with 14 whales each, and thofe that 
had, met with the, worft fuccefs had.two 
whales each.

crew an opportunity to recover their arms, a 
and to carry the fhip into Louifbourg, 
where the Englifh on board were al! made 
prifoners, 

Their papers are likewife ful! of their 
preparations for war; and among others 
they tell us, that on. the oth initaht an 
edi& was publithed for adding fonr com- 
panies of 45 men each to the king’s own 
regiment of foot, and four campanies of 
40 men each to each of the other rezi- 
ments of foot in their fervice ; that fuch 
officers are to be chofen for commanding 
thefe companies as may be thought beft 
able to raife them ; that the officers are 
to have 40 livres per man, and cloathing 
for them, befides a gratuity of 15 livres 
for every man fit for fervice, if the com- 
pany appears compileat in February next, 
when they are to be reviewed ; and that 
all fuch néw raifed men as {hall be ap- 
proved by the commiffary of war, thall 
enter into pay the firft of next mont, 
or from the day of théir being approved 
after thateime. And in order. to fave 
money for anfwering this warlike ex- 
pence, they have bégun to retrench all 
the, fuperfloous expences of the court 
the king having already made a reform of 
1500 horfes belonging to his ftables, and 
the works for repairing’ the Louvre 2" 
fufpended.

anfwered, that he would talk to the firft 
prefident about that matter.
